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Council Delays TV Action, Grants City Raises 


It was more of the same 
for the Sierra Madre City 
Council Tuesday night. 

Again members questioned 
the future of Teleprompter 
in Sierra Madre and decided 
to meet in executive session 
next week to formalize writ¬ 
ing suggestions for additions, 
corrections and modifica¬ 
tions to the proposed cable 
TV franchise ordinance and 
the proposed new franchise 
being negotiated with Tele- 
prompter. 


Council members in at¬ 
tendance at the regular bi¬ 
weekly meeting unanimous¬ 
ly agreed not to accept Tele¬ 
prompter’s offer to contri¬ 
bute $2500 toward the cost 
of a professional pollster to 
assist the city in its quest 
for determining the wishes 
of the city residents. Mayor 
Pro Tern Carlyle Griffin was 
excused because of illness. 

Councilman Clem Bartolai 
noted that the city’s poll 
of its residents will not be 


the sole determining factor 
in the council’s ultimate de¬ 
cision regarding Telepromp¬ 
ter’s present franchise. It is 
only one piece of information 
to be considered, he added. 

Councilman Charles Corp, 
while stating his apprecia¬ 
tion of the cable firm’s of¬ 
fer, said the time for con¬ 
sideration of that idea has 
passed. 

While making the offer to 
the council, the Telepromp¬ 
ter spokesman noted that his 


Firm continues to believe that 
now is not the right time to 
conduct a poll to determine 
if the city is receiving satis¬ 
factory TV service. 

During its consideration of 
the item, the council heard 
Diana de Neyelles Shirley 
of Vista Circle Drive accuse 
it of “procrastination” in ar¬ 
riving at a final decision. 
Shirley said the council was 
not serving the citizens of 
Sierra Madre by its delay.

cism, Corp noted the council 
had taken time for all con¬ 
cerned citizens to voice their 
opinion. Said Corp, “I believe 
this process takes time but I 
don’t believe the council is 
delaying by taking time to 
listen to the citizens.” 

Mayor Elaine Rudolph ex¬ 
plained the existing franchise 
contains a mandatory period of 
at least six months between 
finding cause for revocation 
of the franchise and the ac¬ 
tual revocation. 


The new manager of the 
Sierra Madre office for Tele¬ 
prompter was introduced to 
council members. Dan Heiser 
on replacing Steve Burley, 
said his number one concern 
is transferring the remaining 
portion of the city from the 
“old” system to the new 
cable lines. 

Heiser was asked by Shir¬ 
ley if his construction sche¬ 
dules could be placed in the 
Sierra Madre News as a means 
of keeping the public in¬ 


formed. Heiser agreed to 
look into this. 

He also stated he was con¬ 
sidering having a full-time 
maintenance person avail¬ 
able on weekends. 

Sierra Madre’s city em¬ 
ployees are receiving across- 
the-board raises retroactive 
to Jan. 9. On a 3 to 1 vote 
with Councilman Edwards 
voting “No,” the council ap¬ 
proved a 6 '/jVo raise for all 
employees other than the 
police department; and a 9 % 


increase for the police de¬ 
partment, 5% now and an 
additional 4% in June. De¬ 
partment heads also received 
raises. 

These latter increases bring 
monthly salaries as follows: 
city administrator to $2891; the 
chief of police to $2709; city 
engineer to $2129; deputy 
director of finance to $1595; 
city librarian, $2064; city 
clerk, $568; city treas- 
surer, $204 and director of
